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Be it tnacted by the Legidatitt Assembly of tht Territory of Minnuota :

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a (*w»tioB of M innesola, as is contained in the town site of Monticello, not exceeding

1"nlM three hundred and twenty acres, be, and the same is hereby created a town
corporate by the name of Monticello.

SEC. 2. " That for the good order and government of said town, it shall
" be lawful for the male inhabitants thereof, having the qualifications of

electors of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota, to
meet at the place of holding the last general election in the precinct of Mou-
ticello, on the first "Wednesday of April next, and at the same time annual-
ly thereafter, at such placo in said town as the town council may direct,
and then and there proceed by ballot to elect one President, one Recor-
der and three Trustees, being householders of said town, and having the
qualifications of electors as aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one year
and until their successors shall be elected and qualified, and such President,
Recorder and Trustees, l«ing so elected and qualified, shall constitute the
town coaocil of said town; any three of whom shall conalitnte a quorum
for the transaction of business pertaining to their duties,

i SEC. 3. At the first election to he holden under this act, there shall
be chosen viva TOCO by the electors present at the time for opening the
polls on the day for holding said first election, two judges, and a clerk of
said election, who shall take nn oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge
the duties required of them by this act, and at all subsequent elections the
Trustees, or any two of them, and tho Recorder, or in his absence,
some person to be appointed by the judges, shall be clerk. The polls

"town; to regulate the public grounds, to erect a new waiket house, and
regulate the markets, to remove all nuisances and obstructions from the
streets and commons of said town, and do all things which similar corpora-
tions have power to do, in order to provide for and secure health, cleanli-
ness and good order in said town.

thorized and empowered to assess a tax for corporation purposes, within
